Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
Services  for  the  year  1966. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  population  of  85O  persons.  The  natural 
increase  (excess  of  births  over  deaths)  was  129#  There  were  l84  deaths, 
giving  a  favourable  death  rate  of  10.9  (per  1,000  population).  There  were 
313  births,  an  increase  of  30  over  the  previous  year. 

There  were  17  illegitimate  births,  making  the  percentage  of  illegitimate 
births  to  total  live  births,  5«4 

There  were,  unfortunately,  8  deaths  of  infants  under  1  year  of  age. 

Five  of  these  deaths  occurred  in  babies  in  the  first  week  of  life. 

The  population  from  London  coming  into  the  Gt.  Cornard  overspill 
development  made  a  considerable  impact,  during  this  year. 

It  is  a  tribute  to  these  families  that  they  have  shown  willingness  to 
adapt  themselves  to  conditions  which  are  still  in  many  aspects,  rural,  from 
their  London  environment,  for  the  sake  of  a  home  and  improved  circumstances 
for  their  children. 

Problems  arose  at  the  Cornard  Sewerage  works  in  connection  with  sludge 
drying  and  disposal  of  semi- liquid  sludge.  This  was  only  solved  by  the 
tankering  of  liquid  sludge  several  times  weekly  to  the  London  outfall-  a 
most  expensive  arrangement  which  nevertheless  has  proved  the  only  method 
capable  of  controlling  nuisances  associated  with  the  sewerage  works.  The 
projected  sludge-drying  plant  is,  in  my  opinion  essential. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council  and  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  consideration  to  me. 

I  am  grateful  to  Mr.  J.A.  Shaw,  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  to 
Mr.  J.A.E.  Burrows,  the  Surveyor  and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and 
his  staff  and  to  all  other  Council  officials  for  their  help  during  the  year.

Sewerage  schemes. 

General. 

The  problem  of  sludge  disposal  has  over-shadowed  everything  else 
during  the  year,  and  this  situation  was  partially  relieved  by  the  commence¬ 
ment  in  November  of  the  scheme  to  convey  liquid  sludge  to  a  disposal  works 
under  the  G.L.C# control* 

Private  sewers 

During  the  year  a  private  sewer  serving  Swanfields,  Long  Melford 
became  choked  and  it  was  necessary  to  serve  notices  on  all  the  owners  in 
property  affected.  The  sewer  was  eventually  cleared  by  the  owners,  but 
not  before  the  disadvantages  of  having  a  private  sewer  serving  a  large 
housing  estate  were  made  abundantly  clear# 

Acton 

Conditions  remain  the  same  as  reported  for  1965# 


Bures. 

Two  new  sludge  beds  have  been  built  and  'Banks1  Clarifiers  provided 
for  each  of  the  two  secondary  humus  tanks.  The  latter,  which  have  functioned 
satisfactorily,  have  proved  of  continuing  interest  to  the  Essex  River  Authority. 

Great  Cornard. 

This  Works  has  operated  with  reasonable  efficiency  during  the  year 
despite  some  trouble  with  rising  sludge  in  the  sedimentation  and  humus  tanks.

The  slowing  down  of  the  G.L.C.  development  made  it  tmnecesary 
to  use  the  spare  refuse  vehicle  regularly  on  the  estate  and 
consequently  it  was  not  necessary  for  any  additional  labour  to  he 
employed.

Cesspools  are 
now  normally  dealt  with  within  a  few  days  of  the  receipt  of  the 
request  to  empty ,  occasionally  9  due  to  staff  difficulties  this 
has  stretched  to  a  fortnight  •  Consequently  complaints  regarding 
this  service  are  now  very  rare.

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FOOD  COMPLAINTS  BY  THE  PUBLIC 


Three  food  complaints  were  Drought  to  the  notice  of  the 
Department  and  full  investigations  were  carried  out  to  satisfactory 
conclusions.  It  is  felt  that  many  more  complaints  arise  within  the 
District  hut  are  never  notified. 

The  complaints  were  as  follows s- 

(i)  A  packet  of  frozen  peas  containing  half  a  garden  slug. 

(ii)  A  fruit  and  cherry  cake  with  a  piece  of  polythene  "baked 

into  it. 

(iii)  Orange  squash  which*  when  analysed*  was  found  to  have 
fermented. 

OFFICES*  SHOPS  andRAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT ,  19 6 3 

A  total  of  77  visits  were  made  to  premises  during  the  year  and 
of  these  43  were  general  inspections.  230  contraventions  were  found. 
Occupiers  were  very  co-operative  and  attended  to  contraventions  of 
the  Act  as  soon  as  they  were  able  to. 

FOOD  HYGIENE 

Food  premises  within  the  District  continued  to  he  inspected 
as  often  as  was  possible  and  no  serious  contraventions  were  found. 

PETROLEUM  (REGULATIONS)  ACTS 9  1928  -1936 

88  licences  were  issued  to  store  petroleum.  Inspections  were 
continued  and  in  general  the  premises  were  found  to  he  satisfactory. 

The  occupiers*  in  general,  appreciated  the  dangers  of  petroleum,  hut 
a  small  number  still  persisted  in  smoking,  or  allowing  customers  to 
smoke  whilst  vehicles  were  being  supplied  with  petroleum. 

Y/hen  tanks  require  testing  more  pressure  tests  are  being 
asked  for,  as  a  result  many  installations  are  found  to  be  leaking, 
but  only  in  a  few  cases  has  the  tank  itself  been  leaking. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

One  man  is  employed  full  time  on  rodent  control  within  the 
District,  the  parishes  are  treated  in  rotation  unless  an  urgent  infestation 
is  notified  to  the -Department , then  this  is  dealt  with  as  soon  as  possiole. 

All  work  at  domestic  premises  is  carried  out  free  of  charge,  but 
at  business  premises  a  set  charge  of  10/-  per  hour  is  made.
